Croatia won five NSW championships before joining the NSL in 1984. By 1988 the club reached its first NSL grand final, 
only losing on penalties to Marconi in one of the most thrilling grand finals of all time. The star-studded 1988 Sydney Croatia 
team included prominent Socceroos Graham Arnold, Robbie Slater, ‘Tony Franken and Craig Foster. 


Renamed Sydney United in 1993, the club has continued to be an important breeding ground for the national teams. In fact, 
it is unlikely that any club has developed as many Australian national team players as Sydney United. Mark Bosnich, Zeljko 
Kalac and Tony Popovic all featured predominately for the Socceroos throughout the 1990s, while the newer breed of Mile 
Sterjovski, Jacob Burns and current Under 20 star Mile Jedinak also came to prominence playing for United. 


Following on from another grand final loss (0-2) to Brisbane Strikers in 1997, a very young and inexperienced Sydney United 
(coached by David Mitchell) made the grand final again in 1999, where it suffered another loss, 2-3 to South Melbourne. A 
lack of finances has not allowed the club to hold on to its best players since the glory times of the late 1990s - United has 
survived by utilising a continual stream of juniors, recruiting from the local state league and a importing a handful of Croatian 
imports. Although the club released all its imports this season, the current squad was bolstered by the return of Mark Rudan 
and Joe Vrkic who are leading a young yet talented team to another season of defying the club's perennial critics.

Hindmarsh Stadium, 17 October

Carl Veart's 38th minute strike - his 
first NSL goal since March 2001 - 
topped off a truly historic night at 
Hindmarsh Stadium. 


The result, a 1-0 win by Adelaide United over Brisbane Strikers, 
was just one of several factors which combined spectacularly to 
make Adelaide United's first ever national league match a 
resounding success. 


A club formed less than six weeks earlier created such hype that 
by early afternoon of the game, all 13500 tickets allocated for 
pre-match sales were sold. Just 2000 tickets remained to be 
snapped up by the four to five thousand who attempted to 
purchase a ticket at the venue on the night. 


The huge turnout, officially tallied to be 15,568, was vindication 
for the South Australian Soccer Federation (Adelaide United's 
NSL license holder), Gordon Pickard (club patron and financial 
guarantor) and the entire South Australian soccer community 
who had endured much criticism of the state of the local game 
over recent years. Hindmarsh Stadium, seen by many since its 
recent redevelopment as a white elephant, was suddenly too small 
a venue. 


The sell-out crowd - soaked by the pre-match entertainment 
(which included a motorcade of South Australian soccer greats), 
perfect spring weather, a close match and three competition 
points - gives not just Adelaide United but the entire national 
league a much-needed and timely spurt of confidence. It is 
perhaps ironic that last Friday night's events in Adelaide came in 
the same week that the Australian Soccer Association announced 
the appointment of a task force to advise on a new domestic 
competition. Very early days notwithstanding, that a new team 
can generate such popularity will instill confidence in the sport's 
power-brokers and show potential investors that large-scale 
support for the domestic game does currently exist. 


After hometown hero Lleyton Hewitt tossed the coin, it was a 
nervous start for Adelaide United and a silly mistake almost 
directly from kick-off very nearly led to a Brisbane goal in the first 
20 seconds. But the home team, looking resplendent in their 
bright, mostly red strip, soon started to dominate. It was United 
defender Kristian Rees who had the first clear shot at goal after 
27 minutes, a strong header bringing out an instinctive save by 
Jason Kearton in the Strikers' goal. 


Eleven minutes later Aurelio Vidmar made a weaving run on the 
left before switching the ball across field to Richie Alagich. After 
brilliantly evading Louis Brain, player-of-the-match Alagich then 
sent over the cross which Veart - returning to a striking role after 
several years in midfield and defence - slid in to at the near post to 
slot the ball home. 


Veart's goal came in the middle of a prolonged goal barrage by 
Adelaide United, and it was only the goalkeeping brilliance of 
Jason Kearton which kept the score from being three or four nil at 
the break. 


The second half saw the home team tire, which was not surprising 
given the lack of match practise for the debutante club. The 
Strikers almost nabbed an equaliser in the 60th minute but David 
Scarsella, perhaps the most nervous-looking of the new team, 
ultimately saved well after spilling the low first-time drive. Along 
with Kearton, the visitors - who dominated the second half - were 
best served by player-coach Stuart McLaren who unfortunately 
for the Strikers left the ground prematurely with injury.

McLaren, Graeme Souness or Gerard Houllier being the 
next to get shown the door? 


This week sees the release of the Premier League Clubs 
latest financial statements and it's expected to make grim 
reading for Leeds fans, with the club's overall debt tipped 
to reach $270 million dollars! This will be the worst in 
Premier League and Football League history. 


And while Mark Viduka is the latest big name to be linked 
with a move away from Selland Road when the transfer 
window opens in January, the fee Leeds get for him is 
going to do nothing to clear that debt. Rather it will just 
make it harder for the club to retain its status amongst the 
elite, and relegation will almost certainly see Leeds 
fold-and I mean wound up. 


There is only one way that Leeds' massive debts can be 
cleared--but are the Roman Abramovich's of the world 
good for the game even if it saves Leeds from the 
liquidators?
